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TOWN  FINANCE  TERMINOLOGY 


The  following  terms  are  frequently  used  in  the  Annual 

1.  Surplus  Revenue 

This  fund  represents  the  amount  by  which  the  Cash, 
Accounts  Receivable  and  other  floating  Assets  ex- 
ceed the  Liabilities  and  Reserve.  This  is  a  bookkeep- 
ing item.  This  term  is  synonymous  with  the  term  Net 
Worth,  used  in  the  business  world. 

2.  Available  Funds:  "Free  Cash" 

A  fund  certified  annually  by  the  State  Bureau  of 
Accounts  by  deducting  from  Surplus  Revenue  all 
uncollected  taxes  and  liens  for  prior  years.  This  fund 
may  be  used  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

3.  Overlay: 

The  Overlay  is  the  amount  raised  by  the  Assessors  in 
excess  of  appropriations  and  other  charges  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  a  fund  to  cover  abatements 
granted  and  avoiding  fractions. 

4.  Overlay  Reserve: 

This  is  the  accumulated  amount  of  the  Overlays  for 
various  years  not  used  or  required  to  be  held  in  the 
specific  Overlay  Account  for  a  given  year  and  may 
be  used  by  vote  of  the  Town  for  extraordinary  or 
unforseen  purposes  or  voted  into  the  Reserve  Fund. 


Town  Report  and  at  the  Town  Meeting: 

5.     Stabilization  Fund: 

Fund  established  by  the  voters  to  provide  a  fund  to 
be  used  for  anticipated  capital  expenditures,  such  as 
Schools.  Under  certain  conditions,  the  Common- 
wealth will  match  appropriations  voted  from  this 
fund. 


6.  Reserve  Fund: 

Fund  established  by  the  Town,  under  the  Control  of 
the  Finance  Committee  to  cover  any  unforseen 
purposes. 

7.  Cherry  Sheet: 

A  financial  statement  for  the  State  printed  on  cherry 
colored  paper,  which  itemizes  State  Disbursements 
due  the  Town  and  the  Stae  and  County  charges  to 
the  Town,  usually  resulting  in  a  net  receipt  of  funds 
usable  by  the  Town  for  items  specified.  It  is  usually 
due  from  the  State  in  March  and  is  necessary  before 
the  Assessors  can  Set  the  Tax  Rate. 


8.     Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds: 

Funds  from  the  Federal  Government  for  use  by 
Cities  and  Towns. 
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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN /TOWN  ADMINISTRATOR 

REPORT  1982 


Fiscal  year  1982  was  an  extremely  active  one  for  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Administrator.  Susan 
Comstock,  the  first  Town  Administrator  hired  in  1979 
resigned  in  June  and  I  was  appointed  as  her  successor  in 
August.  This  transition  period  was  facilitated  by  the 
excellent  cooperation  I  received  from  Ms.  Comstock, 
Department  Heads,  employees,  and  the  many  citizens 
who  took  the  time  to  acquaint  me  with  the  Town  of 
Middleton. 

Due  to  the  unexpected  increase  in  State  Aid  announced 
after  the  May  Town  Meeting,  and  to  avoid  further  delays 
in  our  efforts  to  seek  a  solution  to  the  water  pollution 
problems,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  called  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  in  October.  Voters  appropriated  funds  for  the 
Town's  share  of  the  costs  to  design  a  sewer  system  for  the 
three  areas  plagued  by  inadequate  septic  systems.  Once 
awarded,  a  Step  2  Grant  under  Title  II  of  the  the  Federal 
Water  Pollution  Control  Act  of  1972  will  enable  the 
Town's  consulting  engineer  to  design  a  sewer  system  that 
will  connect  to  the  South  Essex  Sewerage  District.  The 
Town  received  notice  that  it  was  on  the  State  DEQE's 
priority  list  for  design  funding  in  FY  83.  Much  uncer- 
tainty remains  about  the  liklihood  of  being  funded  for 
eventual  construction  because  of  the  severe  cuts  made  in 
the  Federal  Budget  by  President  Reagan.  After  several 
months  of  bitter  debate,  the  Congress  did  pass  a  contin- 
ued appropriation  for  the  water  pollution  program,  but 
with  several  new  restrictions.  The  new  emphasis  will  be 
upon  the  immediate  correction  of  severe  water  pollution 
problems  and  will  limit  a  municipality's  ability  to  con- 
struct lateral  sewer  pipes  that  may  encourage  growth.  A 
Sewer  Advisory  Board  consisting  of  Henry  Tragert, 
Robert  Nersasian,  John  Lee,  Kenneth  Bouffard,  and 
myself  have  been  working  very  hard  to  advance  the 
Town's  position  on  the  State's  priority  list.  The  key  to 
funding  will  undoubtedly  depend  upon  the  Town's  readi- 
ness to  be  in  the  position  to  begin  construction.  The  next 
step  is  to  complete  the  design  of  the  system  once  funds  are 
available  and  return  to  Town  Meeting  to  approve  con- 
struction, authorize  the  tie  in  to  South  Essex,  and  appro- 
priate the  Town's  share  of  these  costs. 

The  Town's  financial  condition  remains  strong  despite  the 
continuing  limitations  of  Proposition  2V2.  Free  cash  was 
certified  at  $323,000  and  the  tax  rate  dropped  to  $32.70, 
down  $1.90  from  FY  82  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  the 
townspeople  who  overwhelmingly  supported  Proposition 
2V2*in  the  1980  State  Election.  This  was  accomplished 
through  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  all  departments 
and  both  school  committees  during  budget  negotiations. 
Declining  enrollment  throughout  the  school  system  ena- 
bled both  school  committees  to  hold  budget  increases  to 
affordable  levels.  The  Board  participated  again  this  year 


in  joint  budget  deliberations  for  Masconomet  with  Box- 
ford  and  Topsfield,  which  resulted  in  a  better  understand- 
ing of  Masconomet's  financial  position  and  use  of  surplus. 

Proposition  2V2  in  Middleton  can  work  as  long  as  the 
Department  of  Revenue  permits  the  addition  of  real 
valuation  growth  to  the  property  tax  levy.  It  is  wishful 
thinking  at  best  to  assume  that  the  same  level  of  services 
can  be  provided  year  after  year  with  only  a  2V2% 
allowance  for  inflation.  As  of  this  writing  the  Legislature 
has  amended  the  law  to  allow  towns  and  cities  to  obtain 
additional  taxes  from  property  that  has  never  previously 
appeared  on  the  tax  rolls  (new  homes,  businesses,  land 
subdivisions).  This  "growth  factor"  is  the  only  means  of 
raising  revenue  beyond  102  V2  %  without  an  override  vote 
at  Town  Meeting.  Presently  there  is  no  need  to  consider 
an  override  vote  and  it  may  be  a  very  long  time  before 
Middleton  is  faced  with  that  possibility.  That  will  depend 
upon  how  well  the  "growth  factor"  can  close  the  gap  in 
revenues  each  year  between  the  102V'2%  levy  limit  and 
the  real  cost  of  operating  Town  Government  with  infla- 
tion that  has  consistently  run  higher  than  2V2  %  over  the 
last  two  decades. 

Because  of  this  and  the  wise  decision  by  voters  at  the  fall 
Special  Town  Meeting  to  appropriate  $75,000  to  the 
Stabilization  Fund,  funds  were  available  for  several  im- 
portant capital  improvement  projects.  Our  1947  Seagrave 
Ladder  Truck  will  be  rebuilt  with  a  new  chassis  bringing 
all  of  the  major  fire  equipment  up  to  good  or  excellent 
condition.  The  1973  ambulance  was  replaced  with  a  1982 
box  type.  The  new  ambulance  provides  more  space  for 
equipment  and  personnel,  thus  affording  our  EMT's  a 
better  opportunity  to  stabilize  the  patient  on  route  to  the 
hospital.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  obtained  a 
new  J.I.  Case  680  backhoe  which  improves  our  in-house 
capabilities  in  performing  a  wider  range  of  public  works 
projects.  Also  scheduled  for  replacement  are  the  old 
Cemetery  Truck  and  one  Winter  Sand  Truck. 

In  the  area  of  labor  relations,  a  new  two  year  contract 
was  signed  with  the  full  time  firefighters.  The  Board  looks 
forward  to  a  unified  approach  towards  collective  bargain- 
ing with  the  contracts  of  all  three  unions  expiring  on  the 
same  date. 

As  anticipated,  rental  income  from  the  offices  housed  in 
Fuller  Meadow  School  equalled  and  slightly  exceeded  the 
operating  costs  of  keeping  the  building  open,  including 
repayment  of  a  portion  of  the  loan  taken  out  to  finance 
improvements  authorized  by  the  1981  Town  Meeting. 
Consideration  was  given  to  making  more  office  space 
available  in  the  auditorium  for  another  State  agency,  but 
was  dropped  when  the  interested  party  was  not  willing  to 


guarantee  paying  the  same  rental  rates  charged  to  other 
tenants.  It  would  have  also  forced  the  location  of  the 
Town's  voting  facilities  to  the  Howe  Manning  School. 
Improvement  to  Old  Town  Hall  included  rebuilding  of 
the  side  and  front  steps,  exterior  painting,  and  interior 
partitioning  in  the  basement  office  area.  Annual  Town 
Meeting  appropriated  funds  to  replace  the  Fire/DPW 
Building  roof  and  undertake  energy  conservation  mea- 
sures in  all  other  municipal  buildings. 

A  very  aggressive  plan  for  a  number  of  major  public 
works  improvements  were  approved  at  Town  Meeting 
and  should  make  the  following  year  one  of  the  most  active 
in  recent  years.  Among  the  major  projects  will  be  the  first 
phase  of  a  total  street  rebuilding  program  in  Brigadoon, 
the  relocation  of  the  entrance  to  Locust  Street  coming  off 
East  Street,  the  design  of  a  totally  new  Middleton  Square 
with  lights,  sidewalks,  curbs,  trees  and  new  roadways. 
Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  John  Kunz,  we  are  also  looking 
forward  to  moving  the  old  Danvers  Police  Station  to  the 
site  next  to  Oak  Knoll,  originally  planned  in  1972  as  the 
new  Police  Station  site. 

A  new  radio  communication  system  known  as  BAPERN, 
(Boston  Area  Police  Emergency  Radio  Network)  has  been 
installed  providing  a  direct  link  to  the  largest  regional 
police  system  in  the  country.  BAPERN  will  be  able  to 
extend  the  capability  of  interdepartmental  radio  commu- 
nication to  the  officer  on  the  street  and  in  the  cruiser, 
making  the  mutual  aid  effort  more  practical  than  in  the 
past.  It  will  eliminate  radio  "dead  spots"  and  as  a 
minimum  will  meet  the  needs  of  our  Police  Department 
for  the  next  ten  years.  The  system  includes  a  special  I.D. 
Display  which  shows  which  officer  is  talking  and  flashes 
at  headquarters  should  the  officer  be  in  any  kind  of 
trouble. 

After  witnessing  the  devasting  effects  of  the  gypsy  moth 
infestation  during  1981,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  ap- 
pointed an  eight  member  Study  Committee  to  recom- 
mend a  plan  for  combating  the  expected  outbreak  in  the 
spring.  An  egg  mass  survey  conducted  by  the  Department 
of  Forestry  revealed  that  more  than  60%  of  Middleton's 
land  area  would  be  heavily  infested  with  gypsy  moths. 
The  Committee  held  two  public  hearings  and  solicited 
input  on  several  control  proposals.  The  final  report  rec- 
ommended that  the  Selectmen  authorize  a  town-wide 
roadside  spraying  program  in  May  and  June  using  the 
agent  carbaryl,  commonly  known  as  sevin.  The  Commit- 
tee cited  the  several  advantages  of  this  approach  as;  the 


protection  of  homeowners  shade  trees  and  shrubs,  thus 
protecting  the  value  of  their  property,  and  protecting  the 
rights  of  those  who  did  not  wish  to  be  sprayed.  In  March 
all  property  owners  were  sent  an  invitation  to  participate 
in  the  spray  program,  and  some  800  homeowners  re- 
quested that  their  properties  be  sprayed.  Fortunately  a 
combination  of  environmental  factors  lessened  the  impact 
of  the  actual  moth  outbreak  and  subsequent  damage  to 
our  trees  and  forests.  While  the  spraying  program  con- 
tributed to  abating  the  nuisance,  it  seems  unlikely  that  a 
program  of  total  roadway  spraying  will  be  necessary  or 
cost  effective  as  we  expect  the  next  egg  mass  survey  will 
predict  a  much  smaller  outbreak  of  moths. 

The  Middleton  Housing  Rehabilitation  Program  was  suc- 
cessfully closed  out  in  February.  This  program  resulted  in 
the  rehabilitation  of  61  Middleton  residences  eliminating 
fire,  safety  and  other  code  violations  and  improving 
energy  conservation.  The  financial  and  program  audits 
conducted  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  found  everything  to  have  been  properly 
administered.  Approximately  $250,000  was  spent  directly 
on  rehabilitation  which  leveraged  another  $100,000  in  the 
form  of  CETA  labor,  homeowner  contributions,  FmHA 
loans  and  grants,  and  manufacturer's  discounts.  The 
Town  benefited  in  many  ways  from  this  program.  It  has 
greatly  improved  our  housing  stock  and  improved  the 
standard  of  living  for  the  homeowners  involved.  Because 
70%  of  the  contractors  were  Middleton  residents,  the 
money  remained  in  the  community  in  yet  another  form. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Department  Heads,  and  many 
other  citizens  of  Middleton  who  have  helped  to  make  my 
first  year  thoroughly  enjoyable  and  productive.  I  look 
forward  to  assisting  the  Board  to  further  coordinate 
departmental  operations,  formulate  and  implement  ad- 
ministrative policy  decisions  and  improve  the  quality  of 
municipal  services.

ARTICLE  2.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  preparation  of  a 
Step  2  Grant  Application  under  Title  II  of  the  Federal 
Water  Pollution  Control  Act  of  1972  (P.C.  92-500)  as 
amended,  and  authorize  that  this  application  be  filed  to 
the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control. 
The  application  to  be  for  the  preparation  of  final  engi- 
neering plans  per  approved  Environmental  Assessment  by 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency.  The  sum  of 
$250,000  to  be  raised  by  borrowing  or  otherwise  under 
this  article  provided  that  no  funds  shall  be  expended  until 
grant  funds  are  approved  by  State  and  Federal  Agencies 
under  P.C.  92-500  and  such  funds  are  to  be  used  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  local  expenditure  under  this  article  to  no 
more  than  $25,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  did  not  recommend  adoption 
of  this  article  as  written.

This  system  to  be  approved  per 
Environmental  Assessment  by  the  Environmental  Pro- 
tection Agency  at  90-94%  State  and  Federal  funding 
under  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  44, 
Section  7,  (22)  and  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control 
Act  of  1972  (P.C.  92-500).  The  sum  of  $250,000  to  be 
raised  by  borrowing  or  otherwise  under  this  article 
provided  that  no  funds  shall  be  expended  until  grant 
funds  are  approved  by  State  and  Federal  Agencies 
under  P.C.  92-500  and  such  funds  are  to  be  used  to 
reduce  the  amount  of  local  expenditure  under  this 
article  to  no  more  than  $25,000.

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TAX  COLLECTOR 


In  1982  the  Tax  Office  has  been  successful  in  accomplish- 
ing the  goals  set  forth  for  the  year.  Real  Estate  delin- 
quents were  significantly  reduced  over  the  past  years  and 
in  dollars  this  represents  $179,950.00  of  the  $266,947.00 
in  delinquent  taxes  collected. 

The  Tax  Title  program  now  in  full  operation  places  eight 
properties  into  Tax  Title  for  $46,434.04,  and  the  certifica- 
tion of  24  parcels  for  $15,474.84  which  has  been  turned 
over  to  the  Treasurer  for  subsequent  foreclosure.  In  the 
following  year  many  more  properties  will  be  placed  in 
Tax  Title,  thus  reducing  the  total  outstanding. 

A  warning  is  being  mentioned  for  those  who  owe  any  Real 
Estate  taxes  for  in  the  next  year  all  Real  Estate  with 
balances  outstanding  will  have  been  put  in  Tax  Title  and 
it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  any  who  fall  into  this  area  to 
make  every  attempt  to  become  current,  otherwise  foreclo- 
sure is  actually  closer  than  they  realize. 


The  Excise  Tax,  the  biggest  and  most  confusing  problem 
faced  by  the  Tax  Office,  resulted  in  over  130  registration 
suspensions  and  82  license  suspensions.  With  the  Registry 
now  more  able  to  deal  in  helping  with  hearings  and 
suspensions,  the  following  year  will  produce  even  more 
problems  for  the  non-payer  for  in  the  coming  year  there 
are  more  license  renewals  due  than  ever  before.  This  is 
when  the  Registry  will  pick  up  all  those  who  have  not 
satisfied  their  obligations. 

Possible  new  legislation  which  may  be  of  interest  is  the 
ever  increasing  popularity  of  paying  Excise  taxes  and 
registrations  yearly  at  the  Tax  Office  in  the  Town  or  City 
in  which  you  reside.  Hopefully,  this  will  come  about  for 
then  it  will  become  ever  so  difficult  to  register  any  motor 
vehicle  for  the  year  without  paying  the  tax. 

Considerable  discussions  have  gone  on  concerning  the 
institution  of  paying  Real  Estate  taxes  quarterly,  or  even 
monthly.  Not  so  long  ago  Real  Estate  taxes  were  paid  once 
a  year  —  amazing  how  progress  is.

During  Fiscal  1982  Middleton  was  under  the  affects  of 
Chapter  580  of  the  Acts  of  1980  (Proposition  2V2),  which 
required  that  the  property  tax  levy  limitation  be  first 
measured  against  the  full  and  fair  cash  value  of  a 
municipality's  taxable  property. 

For  the  purpose  of  calculating  FY  82  levy  limitations,  a 
determination  of  full  and  fair  cash  value  as  of  the 
assessment  date  of  January  1,  1981  was  necessary. 

In  order  to  implement  Chapter  580  in  an  expeditious  and 
uniform  manner,  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue  estab- 
lished a  reliable  and  legally  recognized  estimate  of  full 
and  fair  cash  value  for  communities,  like  Middleton,  who 
had  not  revalued  for  the  January  1,  1981  assessment  date. 
This  was  accomplished  by  updating  the  1980  Equalized 
Valuation  by  a  uniform  factor  of  13%  plus  any  demon- 
strated growth  in  a  community's  tax  base.  The  thirteen 
percent  inflation  factor  was  determined  following  an 
analysis  of  three  separate  sources  of  state  wide  market 
trends  which  treated  uniformly  all  similarly  situated 
communities. 


Once  the  full  and  fair  cash  value  was  established,  a 
preliminary  levy  limit  of  2V2  %  of  the  full  and  fair  cash 
valuation  of  $109,091,000  or  $2,727,275  was  determined. 
Since  this  amount  was  greater  than  the  levy  of 
$2,715,342,  established  by  adding  2V2%  to  Fiscal  Year 
1981  levy  of  $2,649,114,  the  latter  became  the  maximum 
tax  levy  allowed  for  Fiscal  Year  1982.  Because  the  net 
amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  amounted  to  $2,623,050, 
Middleton  was  under  the  maximum  by  $92,292. 

The  following  shows  how  Fiscal  Year  1982  tax  rate  of 
$32.70  complied  with  the  $25  tax  rate  per  $1,000  of 
valuation  mandated  by  Proposition  2V2.

In  December  the  MMWEC  Combined  Cycle  Intermedi- 
ate generating  plant  at  the  Stony  Brook  site  in  Ludlow, 
Massachusetts  began  commercial  operation.  The  plant  is 
made  up  of  four  generators,  three  gas  turbines  burning  #2 
fuel  oil  and  each  attached  to  a  85,000  Kw  generator.  The 
exhaust  gas,  whose  temperature  is  still  1000°F,  is  run 
through  a  heat  recovery  boiler  producing  steam  which 
powers  a  90,000  Kw.  steam  turbine  generator.  The  total 
net  capability  of  the  plant  is  342,000  Kw. 

A  gas  line  and  gas  handling  facilities  have  been  con- 
structed so  that  in  April  of  1982,  one  of  the  gas  turbines 
will  be  able  to  burn  natural  gas  saving  approximately  3 
cents  per  KwH  in  fuel  costs.  Negotiations  are  underway  to 
try  to  obtain  gas  to  burn  in  the  other  two  units  as  well. 
Two  additional  gas  turbines,  peaking  units,  having  rat- 
ings of  85,000  Kw.  are  under  construction  at  the  same  site 
and  should  be  in  service  prior  to  November  1,  1982.  The 
plant  is  connected  to  the  New  England  Transmission 
System  in  Ludlow  through  a  five  mile,  345,000  volt 
transmission  line. 

Other  power  options  are  being  investigated  by  Middleton 
through  MMWEC  such  as  purchases  from  the  Power 


Authority  of  New  York  (PASNY),  from  Quebec  over  a 
proposed  line  to  be  built  jointly  by  all  New  England 
Utilities,  from  coal-fired  co-generators  or  from  some  still 
to  be  constructed  hydro  project. 

The  cancellation  of  Boston  Edison's  Pilgrim  No.  2  Unit 
represents  a  setback  to  our  power  supply  resource  require- 
ments for  the  period  beginning  in  1991.  The  Middleton 
Electric  Light  Department  was  a  joint  owner  in  this  unit. 
The  final  costs  of  this  cancellation  will  not  be  known  for 
several  years  because  of  possible  salvage  recoveries. 

The  nuclear  resources  in  which  we  participate,  either 
through  joint  ownership  or  a  contractual  arrangement, 
have  a  high  capital  cost  and  a  low  fuel  cost.  The  total  cost 
for  electricity,  with  these  resources  on  line,  will  be  lower 
than  it  would  be  without  them. 

We  also  became,  through  MMWEC,  participants  in  the 
Lowell  Boot  Mill  Hydro-electric  Project  and  in  the 
planned  Quebec  Hydro  High  Voltage  Transmission  Line. 

Middleton  Electric  customers  receive  an  additional  serv- 
ice because  of  Middleton  Electric  Light  Department's 
participation  in  Mass  Save's  Energy  Conservation  Pro- 
gram. Mass  Save,  Inc.  conducted  approximately  30  audits 
in  our  service  area  and  demonstrated  low-cost  and  no-cost 
energy  conservation  methods,  such  as  thermostat  set- 
backs, weatherstripping,  caulking  and  other  energy  con- 
servation methods. 

Another  important  method  of  energy  conservation  is  the 
prudent  use  of  electricity  by  the  customers  of  the  Middle- 
ton  Light  Department.  The  rapidly  rising  cost  of  power 
and  the  ever  increasing  cost  of  constructing  new  facilities 
to  generate  power  are  the  two  main  reasons  that  have 
encouraged  conservation  by  the  Middleton  Light  Depart- 
ment as  a  utility  and  the  residents  of  Middleton  as  our 
customers. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  which  was  held  in  May  of 
1982,  the  Middleton  Light  Department  submitted  an 
article  to  have  the  Town  accept  a  parcel  of  land  located 
on  Gregory  St.  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  office  and 
garage.  The  article  passed,  but  by  a  narrow  margin,  and 
the  Commission  voted  not  to  proceed  in  getting  legislation 
passed  in  order  to  secure  this  parcel  primarily  due  to  the 
public  sentiment.  A  committee  has  been  formed  and  their 
main  objective  is  to  arrive  at  the  most  suitable  location  for 
the  proposed  facilities.  It  may  also  be  noted  that  upon  the 
committee's  recommendation  and  Town  acceptance,  the 
Middleton  Light  Department  will  have  to  pay  fair  market 
value  for  the  land  as  opposed  to  a  more  favorable  rate  for 
the  original  parcel  of  land  which  is  presently  owned  by 
the  Department  of  Mental  Health. 
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The  current  major  construction  project  of  the  Depart- 
ment this  past  year  was  the  reconstruction  and  reconduc- 
toring  of  the  high  voltage  transmission  line  that  brings  the 
power  from  Danvers  to  the  Middleton  substations.  The 
present  line,  which  by  the  way  is  the  only  line,  is  over  fifty 
years  old  and  the  wire  is  grossly  undersized.  The  total 
length  of  the  transmission  line  is  approximately  two  and 
one  quarter  miles  and  the  projected  cost  for  completion  of 
this  project  is  $135,000.  I.C.  Reed  and  Sons  of  Raymond, 
N.H.  is  performing  the  work  and  departmental  crews  are 
assisting  wherever  and  whenever  possible.  The  estimated 
completion  date  for  this  construction  is  April,  1983. 

The  Department  has  completed  the  replacement  of  55, 
100  watt  mercury  vapor  lamps  on  Maple  St.  with  250 
watt  high  pressure  sodium  lamps.  The  sodium  lamp, 
which  produces  an  orange  light,  uses  less  electricity  than 
its  mercury  counterpart.  The  lighting  on  Maple  St.  was 
inadequate  and  by  vote  of  the  Commission,  the  new 
lighting  was  installed  to  provide  a  better  lit  and  a  more 
safe  roadway. 


At  this  time,  the  Department  would  like  to  recognize  the 
Municipal  Light  Board,  Thomas  J.  Harris,  Chairman, 
John  J.  Muzichuk,  and  James  H.  Currier  for  their  counsel, 
guidance,  and  sound  judgement  which  is  necessary  in 
formulating  policies  which  direct  the  Municipal  Light 
Department  a  valuable  asset  to  the  residents  of  Middle- 
ton. 

Special  recognition  is  extended  to  the  employees  of  the 
Municipal  Light  Department  for  their  efforts  which  make 
it  possible  to  provide  reliable  service  at  reasonable  rates. 

And  in  conclusion,  special  thanks  is  extended  to  all 
Department  heads,  committee  members,  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  for  their  continued  cooperation  throughout 
the  past  year.

In  the  Spring  elections  of  1982,  Henry  F.  Mooney  and 
Kathryn  Martinuk  were  re-elected  to  three  year  positions 
on  the  School  Committee.  At  the  annual  reorganizational 
meeting  to  elect  new  committee  officers  for  the  following 
year,  Paul  Lindquist  was  unanimously  elected  to  serve  as 
Chairman  and  Carol  Rourke  as  Secretary.  Chairman 
Lindquist  appointed  Sandra  O'Neil  as  Legislative  Liai- 
son, Carol  Rourke  as  representative  to  the  currently 
inactive  Masconomet  Special  Education  Collaborative 
and  assumed  press  liaison  duties  himself.

At  the  beginning  of  this  fiscal  year,  it  was  known  that  the 
aging  main  boiler  at  the  Howe-Manning  School  was  in 
need  of  replacement.  Repair  and  maintenance  costs  were 
reaching  a  point  where  continued  repairs  were  no  longer 
economical.  After  successful  discussions  with  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  and  Town  Accountant  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee Chairman  Paul  Lindquist,  it  was  agreed  to  encumber 
funds  for  replacement  of  the  main  boiler  and  conversion 
of  the  domestic  hot  water  heating  systems  to  separate  oil- 
fired  units.  The  new  boiler  was  completed  late  in  the  year 
with  only  minor  inconvenience. 
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As  a  result  of  State  and  Federal  funding  opportunities,  an 
energy  audit  was  completed  at  both  Howe-Manning  and 
Fuller  Meadow  School  Buildings.  Results  of  the  audit 
were  used  to  prepare  a  warrant  article  for  Energy  Conser- 
vation Measures.  Ceiling  insulation  and  door  weather- 
stripping  were  determined  to  be  the  most  cost  effective 
measures  in  terms  of  payback  for  Howe-Manning  School. 
The  town  meeting  approved  funding  for  both  school  and 
municipal  buildings  in  addition  to  whatever  funds  might 
be  available  from  state  and  federal  sources.  Application 
for  the  latter  proved  fruitless. 

In  the  Fall  of  1981,  the  School  Committee  entered  into 
negotiations  with  the  Middleton  Educators'  Association 
for  a  successor  contract.  Paul  Lindquist  served  as  chief 
negotiator  and  was  assisted  by  Sandra  O'Neil  and  Carol 
Rourke.  After  several  months  a  two  year  agreement  was 
completed  and  ratified. 

Concurrently,  specifications  were  prepared  in  conjuction 
with  Boxford,  Topsfield  and  Masconomet  Regional 
School  District  for  bus  contracts.  Rural  Bus  Lines,  Inc.  of 
Middleton  was  awarded  a  five  year  contract  (1982-83  to 
1986-87  inclusive). 

Although  it  was  necessary  to  raise  the  cost  of  school 
lunches  to  55  cents  in  September,  it  was  again  necessary  to 
increase  costs  shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year.  Partly  because  of  fiscal  constraints  of  proposition 
2V2  which  restricted  the  committee's  ability  to  assist  in  the 
funding  of  the  cafeteria  operation,  partly  because  of  the 
decline  in  federal  commodities  and  funding,  and  partly 
due  to  rising  costs  of  goods  and  labor,  it  was  necessary  to 
increase  the  cost  of  the  "type  A"  lunch  to  75  cents.  The 
need  to  place  the  cafeteria  program  on  a  self-sufficient 
basis  forced  the  reduction  in  staff  of  three  cafeteria 
employees.  In  addition  to  all  of  the  above,  an  audit  by  the 
State  Bureau  of  Nutrition  Education  and  Food  Services 
pointed  to  our  need  to  decrease  the  number  of  cafeteria 
employees  by  increasing  the  number  of  meals  served  per 
employee  hour.  To  forestall  any  additional  price  increase, 
all  of  the  above  measures  played  a  role  in  the  solution. 
The  problem  was  compounded  by  the  failure  of  a  portion 
of  the  Howe-Manning  septic  system  following  heavy  rains 
in  the  Spring  of  1982.  A  changeover  to  paper  serving 
products  was  seen  as  some  relief  to  the  waste  water 
discharge  from  the  school.  Local  officials  also  partici- 
pated in  the  investigation  of  other  sources  of  both  surface 
and  ground  water  that  may  be  affecting  the  Howe- 
Manning  drainage  field. 

Other  activites  during  the  school  year  of  notable  mention 
were: 

a)  the  successful  PTO  school  fair,  which  helped  to  defray 
the  cost  of  education  trips  for  the  school  children  during 
the  year. 


b)  the  Systematic  Teacher  Effectiveness  Program  (STEP) 
and  the  Parent  Effectiveness  Training  (PET)  program 
conducted  by  Supervising  Principal  Daniel  M.  Linehan, 

c)  Art  and  French  programs  offered  after  regular  school 
hours  by  Helen  Parsignault,  Art  Teacher,  and 

d)  participation  by  chorus  and  band  under  the  direction 
of  Eugene  C.  Winter  in  the  annual  tree  lighting  sponsored 
by  the  Middleton  Arts  Council. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year,  the  school  committee  agreed 
to  augment  the  curriculum  by  purchasing  several  personal 
size  micro  computers.  Both  administrative  use  and  com- 
puter assisted  instruction  (CAI)  were  seen  as  desirable 
goals  for  this  equipment.  Apple  computers  were  pur- 
chased during  the  summer  of  1982  and  placed  in  a 
combination  "computer  center  and  principal's  conference 
center." 

REGIONALIZATION 

At  the  invitation  of  Boxford  and  Topsfield,  Middleton  and 
Masconomet  were  invited  to  participate  in  discussion 
about  various  plans  for  school  organization.  Chairman 
Lindquist  appointed  a  sub-committee  composed  of  Henry 
Mooney,  Carol  Rourke  and  Sandra  O'Neil  to  represent  the 
Middleton  School  Committee  at  these  meetings.  This 
committee  was  later  expanded  to  study  the  local  problem 
with  the  participation  of  Dorothea  Faulkner  representing 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Denise  Farmer  as  President  of  the 
Middleton  Educators  Association,  Sally  George  of  the 
PTO,  and  Richard  Kassiotis  representing  the  Finance 


Committee.  The  tri-town  committee  met  regularly  dur- 
ing the  summer  months  and  was  expected  to  achieve  its 
goal  of  completing  the  study  in  October  of  1982. 

As  the  various  studies  regarding  organization  are  pre- 
sented we  urge  your  careful  study  and  attention.  At  the 
time  of  this  writing,  no  single  direction  has  been  decided 
but  four  alternatives  are  under  active  study. 

The  staff  continues  to  be  one  of  excellence  and  we  take 
this  time  to  say  sincerely,  "Thank  you." 

We  also  wish  to  thank  Lorayne  Hoctor,  Alice  Reynolds 
and  Florence  Peart  who  worked  for  many  years  to  make 
our  cafeteria  program  so  successful,  one  in  which  we  take 
pride. 

All  of  us,  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  actively 
solicit  your  interest  and  participation  in  the  activities  of 
the  Middleton  Public  School.  We  thank  the  PTO  for  their 
generosity  of  time  and  energy,  particularly  in  these  times 
of  strained  financial  resources  and  sagging  confidence 
with  all  public  institutions.  With  your  sustained  effort 
and  attention  we  are  sure  that  the  Middleton  children  will 
be  the  richer.

The  department  Safety  Officer,  Sergeant  Robert  T.  Pea- 
chey, conducted  his  usual  activities  pertaining  to  safety. 
He  also  assisted  in  or  conducted  the  investigation  of  all 
serious  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

Juvenile  Officer,  Henry  A.  Bouchard,  continued  his  work 
with  our  teenagers  and  parents  who  have  sought  his 
assistance.  On  a  monthly  basis  the  juvenile  officers  of  the 
Tri-Town  area,  officials  of  the  Masconomet  Regional 
School  District  and  members  of  the  Tri-Town  Council 
meet  to  discuss  mutual  problems.  The  meetings  are  held, 
on  a  rotating  basis,  at  the  facilities  of  the  participating 
organizations. 

Investigation  of  all  false  fire  alarms  was  conducted  jointly 
by  both  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  This  type  of  an 
alarm  continues  to  be  a  senseless  act  which  is  costly,  dollar 
wise,  and  from  a  safety  stand  point  a  serious  accident 
could  occur  when  emergency  vehicles  are  responding  to 
such  an  alarm. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  officers  assigned  to  Cruiser 
Patrol  answered  all  alarms  of  fire,  when  available,  and 
provided  traffic  control  and  assistance  when  requested  to 
do  so. 


The  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  by  our  teenagers  continues 
to  be  a  problem  that  concerns  me.  Peer  pressure  and  the 
influence  created  by  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverage  in  the 
home  are  the  contributing  factors  to  this  increasing  prob- 
lem. 

Many  parents  accept  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  by 
their  teenagers  as  a  "Sign  of  the  times."  They  apparently 
feel  that  if  they  have  to  make  a  choice,  between  alcohol  or 
other  drugs,  that  alcohol  is  the  lesser  of  two  evils.  What 
they  fail  to  realize  is  that  alcohol  is  a  drug  and  the  user 
may  become  addicted  or  dependant  upon  it's  use. 

If  any  resident  feels  that  this  type  of  problem  exists  within 
their  household,  please  feel  free  to  contact  this  depart- 
ment and  a  list  of  agencies  where  educational  facts  or 
treatment  can  be  obtained  will  be  provided. 

The  financial  support  of  the  Town  Meeting  and  the 
cooperation  of  the  citizens  of  the  Community  contribute 
highly  to  the  success  of  the  Police  Department.  It  would 
be  extremely  difficult  to  function  effectively  without  one 
of  the  above.  As  in  the  past,  the  department  would  greatly 
appreciate  that  any  suspicious  activity,  motor  vehicles  or 
persons,  observed  in  your  neighborhood  be  reported  to 
the  Police  Department.  It  is  not  necessary  to  give  your 
name  when  reporting  the  above  activity  but  it  is  helpful  if 
you  do  in  the  event  that  further  information  is  needed. 

I  would  also  ask  that  if  you  know  that  your  neighbor  is 
away,  keep  an  eye  on  his  property  and  I  would  hope  that 
your  neighbor  will  do  the  same  for  you.  When  you  leave 
your  home  for  an  extended  period,  please  take  the  time  to 
notify  the  department  of  your  expected  departure  and 
return  dates.  If  you  do  this  your  property  will  be  checked 
by  an  officer  at  least  once  a  day. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  please  take  a  few  minutes  to  do 
the  following: 

1.  )  Notify  your  neighbors  of  your  departure  and  re- 

turn dates. 

2.  )  Cancel  all  daily  deliveries. 

3.  )  Arrange  to  have  your  lawn  cut  or  snow  shoveled. 

4.  )  Be  sure  all  windows  and  doors  are  secured. 

5.  )  Leave  shades  and  blinds  in  normal  positions. 

6.  )  If  possible,  leave  a  lamp  or  two  connected  to  an 

automatic  timer  to  create  a  "lived-in"  effect. 

7.  )  If  possible,  remove  valuable  or  family  heirlooms 

for  safe  keeping. 

8.  )  If  possible,  leave  a  telephone  number  or  address 

where  you  may  be  contacted  if  any  emergency 
occurs. 

9.  )  Make  arrangements  for  your  pets. 

10.  Secure  items  such  as  bicycles,  lawn  mowers  and 
toys  that  are  not  normally  secured. 
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Electric  engravers  are  available  from  the  police  depart- 
ment at  no  cost  to  the  user.  These  engravers  may  be  used 
to  mark  valuable  items  and  possibly  prevent  their  theft. 
They  are  capable  of  being  used  on  glass,  metal,  plastic, 
wood,  etc.  With  the  ever  increasing  number  of  bicycle 
thefts,  I  would  suggest  that  a  name  or  Social  Security 
number  be  engraved  on  a  conspicuous  part  of  the  bicycle. 

For  those  that  engrave  household  articles  or  possessions, 
decals  are  available  that  may  be  placed  on  doors  and 
windows  warning  that  the  above  articles  have  been 
engraved  with  identifying  marks.  I  feel  that  this  program 
could  be  much  more  successful  if  more  residents  partici- 
pated. 

Many  home  owners  have  chosen  to  install  some  type  of 
security  system  over  the  past  few  years.  I  realize  that  this 
is  not  possible  for  everyone  to  do,  but  if  you  are  in  the 
financial  position  to  do  so,  I  highly  recommend  it.  I 
would  also  suggest  if  you  do  install  a  system  that  you 
check  on  the  company  you  choose  to  determine  that  they 
are  a  reputable  firm. 

I  would  also  ask  that  if  you  do  install  an  alarm  that  you 
keep  it  in  good  working  order.  The  number  of  false  alarms 
has  increased  over  the  past  year  and  many  can  be 
attributed  to  lack  of  maintenance. 

The  activity  of  the  department  increases  each  year.  As  the 
result  of  this,  more  time  is  required  to  properly  investigate 
incidents  that  are  occurring.  At  the  present  time,  when  an 
officer  receives  a  complaint,  he  conducts  an  initial  investi- 
gation. If  the  incident  requires  further  effort  on  the 
officer's  part,  he  must  find  the  time  in  between  answering 
other  complaints  during  his  tour  of  duty. 

At  the  end  of  his  tour  of  duty,  the  complaint  more  or  less  is 
dormant  until  the  officer  returns  to  duty  again.  The 
activity  during  his  next  tour  of  duty  determines  the 
amount  of  time  that  can  be  devoted  to  the  previous 
activity.  The  only  exception  to  the  above  is  when  the 
complaint  is  of  a  very  serious  nature.  When  this  occurs, 
the  officer  is  allowed  to  continue  his  efforts  on  a  limited 
overtime  basis.  As  a  result  of  the  above,  many  complaints 
that  are  not  of  a  very  serious  nature  do  not  receive  the 
attention  that  I  feel  they  should  or  that  the  person  making 
the  complaint  deserves. 

Once  again,  I  have  included  the  above  two  paragraphs 
which  have  appeared  in  previous  town  reports.  I  had  fully 
intended  on  submitting  an  article  at  the  last  Annual  Town 
Meeting  which  would  have  provided  funds  for  one  addi- 
tional full-time  Patrolman.  This  article  was  withdrawn  at 
my  request  due  to  other  money  articles  submitted  by  the 
department. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  by  the  department 
have  dramatically  increased  over  the  past  few  years,  yet 


the  fulltime  personnel  of  the  department  has  not  been 
increased  for  over  ten  years. 

During  the  above  period  of  time,  many  of  our  current 
residents  have  either  bought  or  built  new  homes.  When 
they  have  a  need  for  police  assistance,  such  as  a  breaking 
and  entering,  they  become  disgruntled  and  upset  when 
they  are  informed  that  there  is  no  officer  assigned  on  a 
full-time  basis,  to  investigate  their  complaint. 

It  is  my  recommendation  that  one  full-time  position,  for 
investigative  purposes,  be  added  to  the  department  but 
feel  that  this  is  a  decision  that  should  not  be  made  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee  or  myself.  I 
intend  to  submit  an  article  for  the  warrant  of  the  1983 
Annual  Town  Meeting  and  those  residents  that  have  an 
interest  in  town  government  and  the  service  that  should 
be  provided  may  make  the  above  decision. 

Installation  of  the  new  radio  system  which  is  known  as 
"BAPERN"  began  in  February.  The  purchase  of  this 
system  was  made  possible  through  a  1981  Town  Meeting 
Article  for  the  sum  of  $50,000.  It  has  provided  the 
department  with  the  most  modern  and  up  to  date  com- 
munications equipment  that  is  available. 

The  basic  equipment  or  back  bone  of  the  system  and  the 
necessary  mobile  and  portable  units  have  been  purchased. 
The  present  system  will  serve  the  department  for  many 
years  to  come  and  may  be  expanded  at  a  minimal  cost  by 
adding  additional  mobile  or  portable  units  as  the  need 
arises. 

The  coming  year  will  eliminate  two  major  problems  of 
the  department.  One  will  be  the  purchase  of  a  breathaly- 
zer machine  which  will  eliminate  the  cruiser  going  to 
various  cities,  towns  and  State  Police  barracks.  This 
service  must  be  made  available  to  any  person  who  is 
arrested  for  operating  a  motor  vehicle  while  under  the 
influence  of  an  alcoholic  beverage  or  placed  in  protective 
custody. 

It  was  mandated  by  State  Statute  over  ten  years  ago  and 
we  are  the  last  department  in  the  North  Shore  area  to 
purchase  such  a  machine. 

The  second  and  most  serious  problem,  that  of  adequate 
space  for  the  department,  will  soon  be  over  due  to  the 
action  of  the  1982  Annual  Town  Meeting.  It  is  planned  to 
purchase  and  move  the  former  facilities  of  the  Danvers 
Police  Department  to  our  town.  Many  hours  of  planning 
and  hard  work  will  be  needed  to  carry  out  the  above,  but 
the  end  result  will  be  something  that  the  Town  will  be 
proud  of.  I  apologize  for  not  being  able  to  provide  more 
details  at  this  time,  but  as  I  prepare  this  annual  report  the 
project  has  yet  to  begin. 
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In  closing,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
surrounding  city  and  town  police  departments  and  the 
Massachusetts  State  Police  for  any  assistance  they  may 
have  provided  during  the  past  year. 

I  also  wish  to  extend  to  the  various  Department  Heads, 
Town  Officials  and  members  of  the  Police  Department 
my  appreciation  for  their  excellent  cooperation,  response, 
effort  and  interest  in  the  department. 


As  I  near  the  ten  year  mark  of  serving  as  your  Chief  of 
Police,  each  and  every  year  has  been  a  pleasure  and  a 
challenge  for  which  I  am  grateful.  To  the  residents  of  the 
town,  who  have  assisted  the  department  in  any  way,  I 
extend  my  sincere  appreciation  and  gratitude.

I  hereby  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  the  period  July  1,  1981  to  June  30,  1982. 

The  Fire  Department  had  a  very  active  year,  each  year 
our  work  load  has  increased. 

The  Fire  Department  personnel  consists  of  permanent 
and  call  people;  the  Permanent  Force  is  as  follows:  Chief, 
Captain,  Lieutenant,  and  two  Firefighters. 

The  Call  Force  is  as  follows:  Deputy  Chief,  Captain, 
Lieutenant,  twenty  Call  Firefighters,  two  Reserve  Fire- 
fighters for  a  total  of  25  Call  Firefighters.  The  combina- 
tion of  Permanent  and  Call  Firefighters  gives  the  Town  a 
department  of  30  men.

FIRE  PREVENTION  ACTIVITIES: 

The  duties  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  continue  to 

increase  with  the  passage  of  new  rules  and  regulations. 

One  of  the  newest  regulations  is  the  inspection  of  the  fire 
alarm  systems  in  houses  for  resale.  This  is  the  responsibil- 
ity of  the  seller  of  the  property  and  should  be  completed 
before  the  sale. 

We  again  caution  people  who  have  new  homes,  that  the 
fire  alarm  system  should  be  inspected  before  you  occupy 
the  property  and  the  permit  signed.  This  is  for  the  owners 
protection  and  in  the  event  of  a  fire,  failure  to  produce 
this  permit  could  cause  a  delay  or  forfiet  of  any  insurance 
settlement. 

A  few  years  ago  one  of  the  alternatives  to  oil  heat  was  the 
wood  stove  and  there  are  many  in  use  today,  but  we  also 
have  seen  the  increase  in  space  heaters  in  the  last  few 
years.  SPACE  HEATERS  IN  A  PLACE  OF  HABITA- 
TION ARE  AGAINST  THE  LAW  in  Massachusetts.  With 
the  increase  of  the  space  heaters  in  this  country  we  have 
also  seen  the  rise  in  deaths,  injury  and  loss  of  property 
directly  connected  to  the  misuse  of  space  heaters.  Again, 
we  would  like  to  warn  you  against  the  use  of  space  heaters 
in  a  place  of  habitation  or  any  other  place  that  could 
prove  to  be  dangerous. 

In  the  past  we  have  urged  all  home  owners  to  install  a  fire 
alarm  system  in  their  homes,  as  a  safety  measure.  It  is 
economically  possible  for  each  home  to  have  them,  and  to 
keep  them  in  working  order.  SMOKE  DETECTORS  DO 
SAVE  LIVESI 


EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  SERVICES: 
In  the  old  days  of  the  "You  call,  we  haul"  ambulance 
service,  ambulance  personnel  had  one  purpose;  simply  to 
get  the  ill  or  injured  victim  to  a  medical  facility  as  soon  as 
possible.  Ambulances  were  really  no  more  than  a  fast  ride 
to  a  hospital,  with  the  ambulance  attendants  needing 
little  or  no  skills,  except  for  driving  of  the  ambulance. 

All  to  often  the  victim  received  no  form  of  stabilization, 
and  their  conditions  were  actually  worsened  by  the  hap- 
hazard ride  to  the  hospital.  Many  times  patients  were  left 
to  fend  for  themselves  unattended.  "Dead-on-arrival"  was 
a  frequent  diagnosis,  far  too  many  times  the  death,  a 
preventable  one,  occurred  during  the  transit  stage. 

Luckily,  times  have  changed,  ambulances  and  rescue 
squads  are  now  manned  by  trained,  caring  personnel. 
Medical  treatment  is  being  brought  to  the  patient  in  the 
field  before  transport  to  various  medical  facilities.  The 
term  "Dead-on-arrival"  is  becoming  a  passe  term.  While 
it  will  never  be  completely  anhiliated  from  the  English 
language,  due  to  certain  circumstances,  it  is  gratifying  to 
know  our  chances  for  survival  have  improved  100  fold. 

The  training  for  the  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  and 
First  Responders  of  you  Fire  Department  doesn't  cease 
after  the  initial  certification  course.  Each  year  the  men 
are  required  to  be  recertified  in  Cardio-Pulmonary  Resus- 
citation, attend  a  20  hour  refresher  course,  covering 
specified  medical  emergencies,  plus  attain  an  additional 
48  hours  of  training  in  various  specialities.  Intermediate 
level  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  are  also  required  to 
spend  one  day  a  month  at  Hunt  Memorial  Hospital,  in 
Danvers  doing  rounds  with  the  Intravenous  Therapy 
staff,  actually  starting  I.V.  lines  on  patient's  besides 
updating  the  other  special  skills  they  have  been  trained  in. 
All  this  time  is  done  during  the  personnels  free  time.  Their 
dedication  and  expertise  is  greatly  appreciated,  especially 
in  the  patient's  time  of  need. 

As  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  officer  for  the  Depart- 
ment, I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
sincere  thanks  to  each  member  of  the  department  for  the 
exceptional  job  being  carried  out  in  the  Emergency  Medi- 
cal Service  of  the  Department.  Many  times  your  expertise 
is  applied,  and  may  seem  to  be  unnoticed,  but  it  isn't.  A 
lot  of  tragedies  have  been  turned  around  with  happy 
endings  because  of  your  caring  and  dedicated  service  to 
others. 

APPARATUS  AND  EQUIPMENT: 
The  apparatus  of  the  Department  is  in  excellent  to  good 
condition  and  repair  in  most  cases.  Engine  1,  excellent; 
Engine  2,  excellent;  Engine  3,  good;  Engine  4,  (Water 
Tanker)  fair  to  poor;  Squad  5,  fair;  Rescue  6,  excellent 
new,  Ladder  1,  problems  have  been  corrected  by  Town 
Meeting  Action,  Car  1,  is  in  good  condition. 
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Engine  #4  donated  through  Co-operative  Program  by 
Massachusetts  Division  of  Forestery  at  no  cost  to  the 
Town.  A  5500  gallon  water  carrying  capacity  in  service  8 
months  of  the  year  and  is  out  of  service  during  the  four 
winter  months  due  to  lack  of  adequate  quarters. 


Purchased  new  rescue  ambulance  in  1982  from  Ambu- 
lance Receipts  at  no  impact  on  the  Tax  Rate. 


Replaced  after  ten  year's  service  in  1982. 


The  Ladder  Truck  is  having  a  new  chassis,  and  is  being 
completely  reconditioned,  this  action  was  made  possible 
by  a  $47,000.00  appropriation,  voted  at  the  Town  Meet- 
ing held  in  May  1982.  By  the  time  this  report  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  voters.  Ladder  1  should  be  back  in  service. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM: 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  excellent  repair  and  condi- 
tion. Maintenance  and  care  of  the  system  is  the  key  to  a 
reliable  operation.  The  Fire  Alarm  System  is  cared  for  in 
its  entirety  by  the  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm. 

RADIO  SYSTEM: 

The  Radio  System  is  in  good  condition.  We  have  two 
portable  units  which  should  be  replaced,  I  will  try  to 
replace  these  units  in  1983-84.  The  alerting  units  for  the 
Firefighters,  must  be  replaced. 

EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING: 

The  Department  conducts  its  own  training  programs, 
plus  most  Officers  and  Firefighters  attend  many  outside 
courses,  and  training  programs.  The  firefighters  are  ever 
up-grading  their  knowledge  and  ability,  in  the  Firefight- 
ing  and  Emergency  Medical  Services  professions,  these 
department  members  are  truly  a  credit  to  themselves  and 
the  Town. 

IN  GENERAL: 

Training  is  still  a  problem,  as  we  have  to  go  a  considerable 
distance  from  Fire  Headquarters  to  do  certain  training 
evolutions.  We  do  have  a  start  towards  our  training 
facility  and  need  the  following  facilities  added  to  the  rear 
of  Fire  Headquarters  to  have  a  complete  training  pro- 
gram. These  include  a  drafting  pit,  and  a  small  cement 
block  building  for  smoke  drills  and  rescue  work. 

The  space  requirements  for  the  department  still  remain  in 
critical  condition  and  need  immediate  attention.  The 
need  is  great  and  continued  delay  makes  for  poor  opera- 
tion. The  Fire  Department  activities  are  severly  ham- 
pered by  the  severe  space  problem  we  have  at  Fire 
Headquarters.  A  very  severe  and  ever  present  danger 
exists  every  day.  Apparatus  is  so  tightly  parked  on  the 
apparatus  floor  that  a  Firefighter  or  Firefighters  could 
easily  be  severely  injured  or  killed  in  trying  to  board 
apparatus  answering  alarms.  Areas  which  are  in  need  of 
space  are,  space  for  apparatus,  office  stock,  apparatus 
repair,  and  training  facilities.  I  intend  to  ask  for  funds  for 
the  addition  of  one  bay  on  the  apparatus  floor,  this 
project  to  be  done  by  the  Fire  Department.  I  know  that 
the  Town  is  starting  to  make  real  progress  in  correcting 
these  problems. 

The  Highway  Department  should  be  relocated  to  new 
quarters,  with  the  Fire  Department  given  the  entire 
building.  This  would  solve  our  growth  problems  for  many 
years  to  come. 
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Manpower  in  the  Fire  Department  is  still  critical,  with 
the  need  for  at  least  two  additional  permanent  firefighters 
to  be  added  one  at  a  time.  And  these  men  would  work  the 
day  shift.  The  Call  Force  should  be  enlarged  by  at  least 
ten  firefighters,  but  to  find  men  who  are  available  during 
the  daytime  hours  is  practically  impossible.  We  have  tried 
to  find  men  and  will  continue  to  try  to  find  men  who  are 
willing  to  serve  in  this  capacity. 

Outside  burning  is  permitted  each  year  in  the  late  winter 
and  early  spring.  In  1982  burning  was  allowed  from 
January  1,  to  May  15.  This  year  burning  is  allowed  from 
January  15,  to  May  15,  1983.  No  outside  burning  is 
permitted  without  a  permit.  To  obtain  a  permit  one  must 
simply  call  the  Fire  Department  and  obtain  a  permit  in 
this  manner,  by  calling  774-3226. 

The  Ambulance  was  replaced  in  January  1982,  and  is  now 
known  as  Rescue  6.  The  funds  for  this  replaced  vehicle 
were  taken  from  the  Ambulance  Account.  This  Account  is 
funded  by  Ambulance  Receipts,  and  provides  for  vehicle 
replacement,  without  the  use  of  tax  dollars. 

The  street  numbering,  and  the  problem  of  streets  with 
like  names,  or  ways  without  any  name,  is  a  real  dis- 
appointment. There  is  little  progress  being  made  to 
correct  this  dangerous  problem.  A  loss  of  life,  or  serious 
property  damage  could  occur  by  this  continued  in-action. 
I  would  make  a  Strong  Plea  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
see  that  the  problem  is  corrected  in  1983-84. 

All  home  owners,  and  businesses  should  contact  the 
Building  Inspector  and  verify  their  correct  street  number 
and  place  them  as  directed  in  the  Street  Numbering  By- 
Laws.  This  would  greatly  help  to  arrive  at  the  proper 
address  in  an  emergency  crisis. 

The  traffic  problem  in  Middleton  Square  is  very  bad,  but 
plans  are  in  the  works  to  correct  this  problem.  When 
apparatus  is  responding  to  emergencies,  under  the  present 
conditions  the  possibility  of  an  accident  is  very  high. 

The  Fire  Department  is  still  working  on  a  Water  Delivery 
Plan,  that  will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  I.S.O. 
(Insurance  Services  Office).  This  plan  is  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  live  outside  the  hydrant  system,  but  until 
Engine  4  has  proper  quarters  (the  5500  gallon  Water 
Tanker)  the  plans  cannot  be  completed. 

Our  Communications  section  of  the  Fire  Department  is 
very  busy,  with  the  handling  of  our  own  fire  systems,  the 
Police  system  nights,  and  weekends,  and  the  Electric 
Light  Department  system  when  requested.  By  the  Fire 
Department  handling  this  duty  it  is  saving  the  Town 
many  thousands  of  dollars  each  year,  for  if  it  was  not 
handled  through  this  department,  the  Town  would  have 


to  provide  an  Emergency  Communication  Center  which 
would  be  very  costly.

Addition  of  one  bay  to  the  apparatus  floor,  if  the  High- 
way Department  can't  be  obtained. 
Enlargement  of  the  Call  Force. 

Completion  of  training  facilities  at  rear  of  Fire  Headquar- 
ters. 

Installation  of  traffic  lights  in  Middleton  Square,  with 
control  at  Fire  Headquarters. 

Provide  necessary  funds  for  expanded  training  program. 
Complete  second  floor  of  Fire  Department  Headquarters. 
Expand  water  system  and  establish  a  maintenance  pro- 
gram. 

Provide  fire  detection  for  the  Old  Town  Hall  on  Maple 
Street. 

Replace  Firefighter  Radio  Alerting  Units. 

Acquire  computer  equipment  for  better  management  of 

the  Fire  Department. 

These  recommendations  are  made  to  acquaint  you,  the 
public  with  the  very  pressing  needs  of  the  Town  and  the 
Fire  Department.

If  not,  use  a  telephone  and  dial  774-2211,  stay 
on  the  telephone  until  all  information  is  given  to  Fire 
Headquarters.  If  you  dial  Operator,  be  sure  you  give  her 
the  name,  street,  and  number  and  Town.  The  operator 
you  talk  to  is  in  Lynn  or  Boston.

DIVISION  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


We  began  a  new  program  this  year  that  will  bring  the 
town  roads  up  to  minimum  standards.  The  program 
consists  of  installing  proper  drainage  in  the  roadways, 
leveling  the  pavement  to  effect  proper  drainage  with 
Type  I-l  Binder  Bituminous  Concrete  and  the  sealing 
with  a  stone  seal  or  so  called  chip  seal  to  obtain  a  wearing 
surface.  Roads  treated  in  this  manner  this  year  were 
Libery  Street,  Peabody  Street,  and  Gregory  Street. 

River  Street  -  We  widened  its  entire  length  and  drainage 
was  installed  in  various  locations,  one  area  in  particular 
being  at  the  Greenway  Subdivision.  Drainage  works  were 
installed  with  the  funding  provided  by  the  Planning 
Board. 

Additional  drainage  was  installed  on  Maple  Street  before 
paving  and  a  notice  was  issued  to  abbutters  to  make  any 
desired  connections  to  the  water  main  prior  to  paving. 
Some  additional  drainage  work  in  the  gutters  of  Maple 
Street  will  be  done  next  year.  The  road  was  paved  with  an 
overlay  of  an  average  depth  of  IV2  inches  from  the 
Danvers/Middleton  line  to  the  Square. 

Liberty  Street  -  New  drains  were  installed  to  eliminate  a 
severe  icing  problem  in  a  low  spot  just  beyond  Mill  Street. 
This  drainage  was  culverted  to  Emerson  Brook.  At  Emer- 
son Brook,  the  bridge  collapsed  and  was  replaced  with 
twin  48"  concrete  culverts  and  headwalls. 

Boston  Street  -  Catch  basins  were  added  to  drain  off  a  low 
spot  where  icing  occurred  in  winter  storms.  This  water 
was  drained  in  the  direction  of  Punchard  Brook. 

River  Street  -  Along  with  work  already  mentioned  on 
River  Street,  a  new  42"  culvert  pipe  was  installed  near  the 
dump  entrance  on  Punchard  Brook.  This  work  was  done 
in  conjunction  with  the  developer  of  Brookside  Road  and 
will  eventually  enable  the  Town  to  straighten  this  section 
of  River  Street  to  eliminate  a  very  dangerous  curve  and 
grade  problem. 


East  Street  -  Catch  basins  were  installed  on  East  Street 
where  icing  problems  occurred  in  winter  storms.  These 
basins  now  drain  the  water  off  toward  the  Ipswich  River. 

Boston  Street  -  We  sealed  Boston  Street  with  a  newly 
developed  emulsion  in  order  to  prevent  water  penetration 
and  subsequent  freezing  and  breaking  up  of  pavement. 
This  process  will  add  additional  life  to  roadway  surfaces 
and  will  be  used  in  other  areas  of  town  as  necessary. 

Village  Road  -  With  the  aid  of  funds  from  the  Planning 
Board,  we  paved  a  section  of  Village  Road  and  opened  a 
proper-  access  from  Village  Road  to  Locust  Street  to 
improve  the  flow  of  traffic  from  the  Ferncroft  Hotel  and 
Ferncroft  Towers. 

Locust  Street  -  Plans  were  prepared  for  the  taking  of  a 
piece  of  land  owned  by  Bravacos  and  were  approved  by 
Town  Meeting.  This  allows  for  the  straightening  of  Lo- 
cust Street  and  eliminates  a  dangerous  corner  at  Locust 
and  East  Streets. 

Liberty  Street  -  Along  with  other  work  mentioned  on 
Liberty  Street,  the  so  called  North  Liberty  Street  Bridge 
(on  Boston  Brook)  which  deteriorated  to  a  dangerous 
point,  was  replaced  with  twin  arch  metal  culverts  and 
with  the  help  of  the  electric  light  department,  rustic 
guard  rails  were  installed  along  the  pond. 

Along  with  the  above  work,  all  dirt  roads  in  town  were 
graded  and  graveled  twice  this  year.  This  is  a  costly  no 
return  expenditure  that  will  be  eliminated  when  all 
accepted  town  roads  have  proper  drainage  and  a  perma- 
nent wearing  surface  that  our  program  will,  in  time, 
assure. 

The  road  patching,  bridge  painting,  grass  trimming,  and 
general  clean-up  work  was  carried  out  in  the  usual 
manner. 


CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 


The  building  of  the  new  area  of  Oakdale  Cemetery  was 
completed  with  loaming  and  seeding.  Water  lines  were 
installed  in  the  new  section  by  the  Department  and  the 
raodways  were  given  a  binder  of  Asphalt  Pavement 
Treatment.  In  addition,  other  water  lines  that  were  old 
and  leaking  were  replaced  and  other  areas  of  the  cemetery 
were  paved.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  stone 


seal  the  cemetery  roads  to  give  them  a  permanent  wearing 
surface. 

All  cemeteries  in  town  were  maintained  by  the  Depart- 
ment with  brush  being  cut,  hedges  trimmed  and  grass 
mowed  on  a  regular  basis. 

There  were  27  burials  and  25  lots  sold  during  the  year. 
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PARK  DEPARTMENT 


All  fields  were  mowed  on  a  regular  basis,  lining  works 
was  done  for  baseball  and  soccer  leagues  on  an  as  needed 
basis  using  line  paint.  Plans  were  reviewed  with  recrea- 
tion and  Little  League  people  for  future  relocation  of 


playing  fields  and  possible  location  of  other  fields  in  town. 
These  plans  will  be  pursued  next  year  and  estimates  made 
for  possible  Town  Meeting  action. 


TREE  DEPARTMENT 


Through  the  course  of  the  year,  there  were  18  trees 
removed  that  were  either  storm  damaged  or  destroyed  by 
the  gypsy  moth.  To  protect  our  roadside  trees  this  spring, 
we  conducted  a  roadside  spraying  program  using  our  own 
forces  and  Dix  Tree  Spraying.  In  this  program,  all  streets 
were  sprayed  at  least  twice  and  in  heavily  infested  areas, 


three  or  four  spray  applications  were  given.  Although  this 
did  not  completely  alleviate  the  problem,  it  did  save  many 
valuable  trees.  The  tree  department  also  conducted  a 
roadside  weed  killing  program  along  with  the  trimming 
of  grass  along  our  major  roadways. 


WATER  DEPARTMENT 


Work  in  this  area  is  new  to  the  Public  Works  Department, 
and  most  time  spent  was  devoted  to  training  of  personnel 
with  the  help  of  the  Danvers  Water  Department  and  our 
local  contractors. 

I  was  successful  with  the  help  of  the  Danvers  Water 
Department  and  the  assistance  of  Lally  Associates  in 
obtaining  a  $10,000.00  Leak  Detection  grant  and  a 

STUDIES 


$300,000.00  Rehabilitation  Grant  from  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering.  This 
money  for  rehabilitation  can  be  used  for  any  purpose  the 
town  deems  appropriate  as  it  is  reimbursement  for  money 
already  spent  by  the  Town  under  a  Farmers  Home  Grant 
and  Loan.  The  Leak  Detection  monies  will  be  used  to 
furnish  the  Department  with  necessary  equipment  to 
detect  leaks  in  our  water  system. 


During  the  past  year,  I  have  conducted  drainage  studies 
on  various  brooks  that  traverse  the  town.  They  are 
Emerson  Brook,  Boston  Brook  and  Punchards  Brook. 

An  in  depth  study  was  done  on  the  Brigadoon  Subdivision 
drainage  system  in  advance  of  Town  Meeting  with  cost 
estimates  developed  for  correction  of  what  were  found  to 
be  major  problems.  The  basic  problem  became  one  of 
lowering  the  water  below  the  roadways  to  a  sufficient 
depth  in  order  to  prevent  the  breaking  up  of  the  roadway 
surfacing  during  the  freeze/thaw  cycle.  This  could  be 
accomplished  according  to  surveys  by  dredging  the  exist- 
ing brook  for  about  1500  feet.  Further  study  showed  that 
the  main  drainage  system  in  the  subdivision  was  totally 
inadequate  to  handle  runoff  in  a  major  storm.  Therefore, 
our  estimates  reflected  a  rebuilding  of  this  system. 

A  study  of  drainage  along  Maple  Street  was  performed, 
the  result  of  which  was  the  installation  of  a  24"  culvert 
under  the  street  prior  to  paving  of  the  road.  This  study 
also  indicated  the  need  for  some  additional  work  along 
the  gutters  off  the  pavement  and  some  culvert  improve- 
ments under  various  driveways. 


Liberty  Street  culverts  were  analyzed,  sized,  and  the 
culverts  installed  to  replace  old,  rotting  bridges. 

The  accompanying  U.S.  Geological  Survey  Map  shows 
the  various  drainage  basins  into  which  the  Town  is 
divided.  Along  with  the  Zoning  Map,  this  is  the  basis  of 
determining  the  drainage  tributary  to  any  point  of  design. 

Sewer  studies  and  investigations  were  made  concerning 
the  possibility  of  tie  into  the  South  Essex  Sewer  District 
and  the  mechanisms  and  costs  associated  with  this  tie  in.  I 
met  with  the  District  Director,  David  Philips  and  the 
Chief  Engineer,  Clifford  Grinnell,  and  as  a  result,  ob- 
tained a  letter  from  the  District  Director  outlining  the 
various  costs  associated  with  the  Town's  tie  in. 

With  the  aid  of  John  Lee,  Chairman  of  the  Planning 
Board  and  Ira  Singer,  Town  Administrator,  we  pro- 
ceeded with  a  detailed  survey  of  South  Main  Street  and 
adjacent  areas  in  order  to  gather  more  information  of  the 
needs  for  the  sewer  system.  These  studies  showed  definite 
need  in  many  areas  that  had  not  previously  been  identi- 
fied. They  were  documented,  and  will  now  become  part 
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of  the  Town's  presentation  to  Federal  and  State  Agencies. 
Another  area  that  was  approached  in  terms  of  a  disposal 
problem,  was  the  sludge  from  the  Water  Treatment  Plant 
owned  by  the  Town  of  Danvers  on  Middleton  Pond.  I 
approached  Don  Bancroft,  the  Plant  Superintendent,  and 
found  that  their  current  method  of  disposal  was  very 
costly  and  a  complete  nuisance.  Upon  discussion  with 
South  Essex  Sewer  District  people,  I  found  that  they 
would  accept  this  sludge  into  the  system.  This  connection 
substantially  adds  to  the  sewer  use  and  thus  helps  defray 
the  cost  of  the  system. 

REPORT  ON  WATER  SYSTEM 

The  Town  of  Middleton,  having  experienced  many  seri- 
ous water  distribution  deficiencies,  specifically  regarding 
fire  protection,  voted  at  its  regular  Town  Meeting  May 
30,  1979,  to  authorize  $1,300,000  to  be  obtained  from  the 
Farmers  Home  Administration  (FHA)  through  their  loan 
and  grant  programs,  to  upgrade  the  existing  Town  water 
distribution  system. 

The  need  for  this  water  supply  improvement  project  was 
demonstrated  by  the  extremely  low  fire  flows  recorded 
within  the  system  and  more  dramatically,  at  the  system 
extremities,  specifically  Forest  Street,  East  Street  and 
Boston  Street. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  Town  of  Middleton  from  the 
Danvers  Water  Treatment  Plant  through  18-inch  and  24- 
inch  water  transmission  mains.  Engineering  studies  deter- 
mined there  was  adequate  pressure  at  the  main  transmis- 
sion line  and  the  problems  within  Middleton  were  identi- 
fied to  be  the  small  and  deteriorated  water  distribution 
lines.  Water  lines  within  the  Town  ranged  from  6-inches 
in  diameter  to  as  small  as  IVi-inches  diameter.  The 
recommended  minimum  pipe  size  for  adequate  fire  pro- 
tection is  8-inch  diameter  for  normal  residential  service. 
Larger  pipe  sizes  are  required  for  industrial  and  more 
densely  populated  areas. 

A  grant  of  $500,000  and  a  low  interest  loan  of  $412,200 
($912,200  total)  was  offered  to  the  Town  of  Middleton  in 
July  of  1979  from  the  Farmers  Home  Administration. 
Based  on  the  receipt  of  this  funding  a  priority  street  listing 
was  developed  for  water  main  replacement.  The  initial 
projects,  which  have  been  completed  to  date,  include: 

•  Park  Avenue-Oak  Avenue  -  replacement  of  existing  4- 
inch  line  with  new  10-inch  and  8-inch  pipe. 

•  North  Main  Street  -  replacement  of  existing  6-inch  line 
with  new  16-inch  pipe. 

•  Boston  Street  -  replacement  of  existing  4-inch  line  with 
new  12-inch  pipe. 

•  East  Street  -  replacement  of  existing  6-inch  line  with 
new  12-inch  pipe. 


In  conclusion,  1  would  like  to  express  the  Department's 
appreciation  for  the  cooperation  of  all  Town  Depart- 
ments, Boards,  Committees,  and  Citizens  for  making  our 
projects  successful.

•  Liberty  Street  -  replacement  of  existing  6-inch  line  with 
new  12-inch  pipe. 

•  Phanneuf  Street  -  replacement  of  existing  4-inch  line 
with  new  8-inch  pipe. 

•  Webb  Street  -  replacement  of  existing  2-inch  line  with 
new  8-inch  pipe. 

•  Pleasant  Street  -  replacement  of  existing  IVi-inch  line 
with  new  12-inch  pipe. 

Multiple  contracts  were  advertized  for  this  work  to  allow 
small  and  local  contractors  to  participate  in  the  bidding 
process. 

Phase  I  of  the  Water  System  Rehabilitation  Program  was 
completed  in  June  of  1982. 

Subsequent  to  the  completion  of  the  Phase  I  of  the  project, 
the  Insurance  Services  Office  of  Massachusetts  conducted 
an  evaluation  of  the  Town's  water  distribution  system. 
The  fire  flow  test  results  showed  that,  in  the  rehabilitated 
areas,  the  new  pipe  lines  were  providing  flows  which 
exceeded  the  specified  requirements  in  all  areas.  As  a 
result  of  the  evaluation  of  the  water  supply  improve- 
ments, the  fire  insurance  classification  was  raised  from 
the  former  Class  5C  to  a  new  3B  classification.  New 
reduced  fire  insurance  rates  went  into  effect  as  of  June  1, 
1981.  The  overall  effect  was  indicated  to  be  a  reduction  of 
12%  for  wood  frame  buildings  and  20%  for  fire  resistant 
buildings. 

Additional  water  main  improvements  are  currently  un- 
derway to  continue  to  upgrade  the  Town's  water  supply 
sytem.  An  additional  loan  at  a  reduced  interest  rate  of  5% 
was  awarded  to  the  Town  for  the  amount  of  $367,800. 
Also,  the  Town  was  awarded  grants  totalling  $322,140 
from  the  State's  Leak  Detection  and  Water  Line  Rehabili- 
tation Program,  Chapter  805  of  the  General  Laws. 

Work  to  be  completed  includes  upgrading  of  all  remain- 
ing inadequately  sized  pipes  to  provide  immediate  water 
supply  distribution  improvements  and  also  to  allow  for 
future  water  supply  system  growth  as  necessary  and  as 
determined  to  be  desirable  by  the  Town  of  Middleton. 


FLINT  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


Many  libraries  have  excellent  staff.  The  Flint  Public 
Library  of  Middleton  is  blessed  in  having  both  an  excel- 
lent professional  Staff  and  a  good  extensive  collection  of 
books  and  materials.  The  PEOPLE  -  Trustees,  Staff, 
Volunteers,  Friends  and  the  Townspeople  of  Middleton  - 
continue  to  make  the  Flint  the  "friendliest  place  in 
Town." 

The  attendance  and  circulation  of  materials  at  the  Flint 
broke  all  records  this  year.  The  reading  and  informational 
needs  of  the  Community  are  always  put  foremost  by  the 
Staff  ..The  programs  and  activities  offered  by  the  Flint  are 
always  well  attended  —  in  fact,  we  have  many  over- 
crowded conditions  at  the  Flint  which  is  a  problem  the 
Library  enjoys  having. 

The  most  rewarding  aspect  of  the  Community  Room  is 
the  compatability  of  generations  using  it.  The  Commu- 
nity Room  is  unique  in  that  it  serves  many  people  for  their 
different  needs:  a  Children's  Room,  a  Senior  Citizen 
Center  and  a  Meeting  Room  for  many  Town  organiza- 
tions and  committees. 

The  barrier-free  access  to  the  Community  Room  has 
proved  very  valuable  to  children  and  adults  of  all  ages. 
The  facilities  and  services  of  the  Library  are  now  avail- 
able to  all, 

1982  has  been  a  very  good  year  for  the  Flint  and  we  are  all 
looking  forward  to  19831

The  Middleton  Housing  Authority  was  authorized  under 
Chapter  121B  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and 
activated  by  a  favorable  vote  at  Town  Meeting.

Mr.  Nathan  A.  Hayward,  Jr.  was  re-elected  to  the 
Authority  in  the  May  election. 

There  are  54  units  of  housing  at  Orchard  Circle.  Units  are 
rapidly  filled  when  a  vacancy  occurs  as  a  waiting  list 
exists  at  all  times.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  AGENT  AND  SANITARIAN 

FISCAL  YEAR  1982 


During  the  Fiscal  Year  1982,  1,898  miles  were  travelled, 
and  427  hours  were  spent  in  the  Town's  service  by  the 
Health  Agent. 

As  part  of  the  duties  performed,  I  answered  42  various 
complaints  within  the  Town  and  made  4  home  inspec- 
tions. 

There  were  80  percolation  tests  conducted  (many  multi- 
ple tests  on  one  lot)  during  the  percolation  season  (March 
1st  to  May  15th).  Also,  11  septic  system  plans  were 
approved,  17  septic  system  inspections  were  made  and  4 
Installer's  tests  were  administered. 

Six  (6)  day  camp  inspections  were  made  as  well  as  6  hotel/ 
motel/trailer  coach  park  inspections  and  9  pool  inspec- 
tions. Two  (2)  inspections  were  made  at  the  food  conces- 
sion stands  for  the  LPGA  tournament. 

I  inspected  the  3  water  bottling  plants  and  the  1  milk 
plant. 


Twenty-seven  (27)  restaurant  inspections  were  made  and 
10  food  store  inspections. 

In  addition,  I  made  5  landfill  inspections,  collected  28 
water  samples  for  testing  and  attended  15  Regular  and 
Special  Board  of  Health  Meetings. 

I  notified  the  Grocery  stores  in  Town  of  the  canned 
salmon  recall. 

A  study  was  started  when  salt  was  found  in  private  well 
water. 

John  Dellea  retired  from  the  Board  of  Health  after  six 
years  of  serving  the  Town. 

New  Rules  and  Regulations  for  Disposal  of  Wastewater  in 
Unsewered  Areas  were  adopted  and  put  into  effect  this 
Spring.

The  Board  of  Registrars  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  serve  a  three-year  overlapping  term,  and  the 
Town  Clerk  is  a  Registrar  by  virtue  of  his  office. 

There  are  two  Republicans  and  two  Democrats  on  the 
Board.  The  duties  of  the  Registrars  include  the  following: 

Registration  of  new  voters,  certification  of  nomination 
papers  and  petitions,  certification  of  a  quorum  at  Town 
Meetings,  conduct  election  recounts  and  maintain  and 
update  the  list  of  registered  voters. 

The  Board  of  Registrars  are  in  session  for  twenty-five 
hours  previous  to  each  election.  There  must  be  two 
evening  sessions  (7:00  p.m.  to  9:00  p.m.)  one  Saturday 
session  (Noon  to  10:00  p.m.)  and  one  all  day  and  evening 
session  before  an  election,  this  also  applies  to  Special 
Town  Meetings.  Registrations  sessions  are  held  at  the 
Office  of  the  Town  Clerk  in  Memorial  Hall. 


There  will  be  one  election  in  1983.  The  Board  of  Regis- 
trars sincerely  urges  all  citizens  of  Middleton  to  register 
and  exercise  their  right  to  vote  in  all  elections  in  1983.

ANIMAL  CONTROL 
(Dog  Officer) 


The  Animal  Control  job  entails  much  more  than  just 
dogs.  We  live  in  a  small  rural  community,  and  we  do  have 
problems  with  animals  other  than  dogs.  My  job  as  Animal 
Control  Officer  has  become  one  that  covers  all  animals, 
wild  and  domesticated.  During  the  past  twelve  months 
these  are  the  statistics  that  I  have  compiled: 


1.  Complaints  received  and  investigated  488 

2.  Dogs  taken  to  pound  125 

3.  Homes  found  for  strays  27 

4.  Dogs  returned  to  owners  64 

5.  Strays  put  to  sleep  34 

6.  Dog  bites  42 

7.  Animals  killed  on  Highway  and  removed  78 

8.  Complaints  of  poultry  or  livestock  22 

9.  Complaints  received  and  investigated 

other  than  Dogs  33 

10.  Injured  animals  taken  to  Veterinary  Hospital  30 

11.  Miscellaneous  cases  48 


I  would  like  to  thank  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  for 
their  cooperation  during  my  first  year  as  Animal  Control 
Officer.  I  would  also  like  to  remind  the  townspeople  of 
their  responsibility  towards  restraining  their  animals. 


(horses,  ponys,  dogs,  cats,  etc.)  As  the  roads  of  Middleton 
have  become  a  slaughter  house  for  many  of  our  pets  and 
care  should  be  taken  when  we  turn  our  animals  out. 

I  wish  to  notify  all  dog  owners  that  their  dog  licenses  are 
due  on  April  1st.  of  each  year.  The  recovery  of  lost  or 
stray  dogs  is  made  much  easier  if  the  dog  has  been  licensed 
and  is  wearing  a  tag. 

Each  year  a  Rabies  Clinic  is  held  for  all  licensed  dogs  in 
the  Town  of  Middleton.  The  rabies  shot  is  not  only  a 
protection,  but  is  mandated  by  State  Law.  The  Clinic  for 
1983  will  be  held  sometime  in  May,  you  will  be  notified  of 
the  exact  date  by  local  newspapers  and  the  Animal 
Control  Office.  The  fee  for  each  shot  is  very  small  as  it  is 
subsidized  by  the  State. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  people  I  have 
come  in  contact  with  for  all  their  help,  cooperation  and 
understanding.

PLANNING  BOARD 


During  the  fiscal  year  July  1981  thru  June  1982  the 
Planning  Board  met  in  regular  session  twelve  times  and  in 
special  session  six  times.  At  these  meetings  twelve  plans 
that  did  not  require  approval  under  the  Subdivision 
Control  Law  were  signed.  These  plans  created  seventeen 
new  lots.  One  such  plan  was  not  signed  by  the  board.  The 
Planning  Board  approved  the  Gates  Road  subdivision, 
creating  three  more  new  lots.  Also  seventeen  petitions  to 
the  Board  of  Appeals  were  reviewed  and  recommenda- 
tions were  made. 

At  Town  Meeting  the  Planning  Board  sought  and  was 
granted  $2500.00  for  a  planning  study  of  North  Main 
Street.  This  study  is  in  preparation  for  suggesting  zoning 
changes  in  that  area  at  next  year's  Town  Meeting.  Other 


projects  included  researching  the  cluster  zoning  by-laws 
in  thirty  surrounding  communities  and  the  success  or 
failure  with  which  these  laws  have  been  used  and  re- 
ceived. The  board  also  oversaw  the  paving  of  Ferncroft 
Drive  in  front  of  lots  11  and  12  and  at  the  entrance  to 
Ferncroft  Drive  off  Locust  Street  with  money  forfieted  by 
the  developer  when  the  road  was  not  finished  according 
to  the  covenant.
